CUCUMBERS AT SCOTT 
EXPERIMENTAL FARM 


(Experimenal Farms Note)

The cucumbers grown at the 
Scott Experimental Station dur¬ 
ing the season of 1925 attracted 
considerable attention from visit¬ 
ors. The seed was planted in the 
garden about the first week in 
June in rows 4 feet apart with 
the plants one foot apart in the 
row. From eight of these rows 
30 feet long approximately 275 
pounds iof cucumbers were har¬ 
vested. Trials of previous years 
have indicated outside planting 
of cucumbers to be more success¬ 
ful than planting in the hot bed 
and transferring to the garden 
later. 

About. 225 pounds of pumpkins j 
largest one weighing 00 pounds.! 
There was 325 pounds of vege¬ 
table 'marrow grown, the largest 
weighing 30 pounds, 150 pounds 
-of citron and 320 pounds of squash 
A number of varieties of all the 
above are compared each season. 

Details re the leading varieties 
and the care and management of 
• the crops are best obtained by 
growing season but may be ob¬ 
tained by writing to the Super¬ 
intendent.

It is also in¬ 
dicated' that the plans provide for 
the completion of plants at other 
points in the Edmonton district. 

This new plant has been estim¬ 
ated to involve an outlay of fully 
$50,000 and will be built on a site 
that the company has secured on 
the south side, in the city. 

Regret that the company was 
not in a position to start con¬ 
struction this year is expressed 
by Mr. Langford on behalf of the 
management, but it was stated 
that the delay was due toi the in- 
abiliy of the new Union refinery 
at Vancouver to supply the de¬ 
mand. This new plant is now in 
courseo f construction and will be 
able to take care of all require¬ 
ments early next spring.

Compas Inventor Unknown 


The invention of the compass 
is lost in the dawn of history. It 
is first found mentioned in a 
quaint Chinese legend which re¬ 
lates that the Emperor Ho-ang-ti 
in 2634 B.C. led forth his army 
and attacked the rebel Khiang on 
the plains of Tcbo.ulou. But 
Khiang, getting the worst of the 
conflict, called the wizards, ma¬ 
gicians and sorcerers to his aid 
^ who raised a great fog to hide 
! Khaing and his amrv. Then the 
Emperor, not to be outdone, in 
bis turn used the greater magic 
-of the compass, which led his 
army through the great fog so 
that he was able to overcome 
Khiang and capture him. 

Led the Way to New World 

The compass appears to have 
been brought to Europe in the 
in the twelfth century, most pro¬ 
bably by the Arabians, as it is 
known that Arabian and Chinese 
i traders met in the Persian gulf- 
and on account of its very great 
practical value as a guide in all 
weatherst rapidly came into gen¬ 
eral use and enabled Christopher 
Columbus to sail straight west 
bom Spain, bv dav and by night, 
through fair and stormv weather 
fn the discovery of the New 
World.

Surveys Necessary 

In order that the compass may 
be used with reliance, therefore, 
the different countries of the 
world carry out magnetic surveys 
to measure its* direction, and pic¬ 
ture the information on magnetic 
charts for compass users. 

First Work in Canada 


Compass information is partic¬ 
ularly valuable in such a large 
new country as Canada, and it is 
nteresting to note tht Champlain; 
measured its direction at Halifax j 
about 1604, John Davis in Davis 
Strait 1585 and! Capt. Baffin in 
Baffin Land 1616, Capt. Middle- 
ton at Churchill and York Fact¬ 
ory 172(5; while Capt. Cook in 
1778 and Capt. Vancouver in 
1792 measured it along the Pac¬ 
ific coast. Later Sir John Frank¬ 
lin 1819-26 and Sir John Lefroy 
1843-46 made some measurements 
but comparatively little was done ^ 
in Canada before 1880. 

Since 1880, however, the Top-! 
ographical Survey Department of 
the Interior, has carried on a 
•most extensive magnetic survey 
in this country in conjunction 
with its other work, at practical¬ 
ly no expense, because the com¬ 
pass direction can he measured in 
a few minutes when the survey 
parties are already on the 
ground; until it now possesses 
mure than 20,000 measurements, 
and regularly publishes magnetic 
maps which picture all this in¬ 
formation for compass users-.

I t has been said that up to the 
present the prairie farmer has 
lived in a house rather than a home. 
Working on the theory that in home- 
building, the eye must be fed as well 
as the stomach, the Canadian Fores¬ 
try Association some six years ago 
instituted a campaign to beautify 
prairie farms by tree-planting. 

Operating what was called a tree¬ 
planting car throughout the prairie 
provinces was one of the methods 
adopted by the Association to make 
actual the embellishment of the 
farms. The car has covered over 7,000 
miles of prairie railway this season, 
most of this on C.P.R. Lines, its 
occupants have given audiences to 
over 58,600 persons and held 4381 
public meetings in 146 communities. I 


Seedlings, cuttings and transplants 
have been distributed in the car’s 
wake as a result of these activities, 
and an official of the Association was 
able to state that in all the car’s' 
travels, a single farmer who had 
migrated from a well-treed farm was 
yet to be encountered. In his mind 
the secret of stabilized population on 
the prairies is closely identified with 
tree-planting. 

The entire enterprize is maintained 
as a non-government and non-com¬ 
mercial undertaking, financial sup¬ 
port coming chiefly from agricultural 
societies, the railway corporations, 
grain companies and individuals like 
Mr. E. W. Beatty, Chairman and 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, Sir Joseph Flavelle and 
others.

Well and with 
him are associated a number of 
prominent Vancouver business 
non. This company is arranging 
to bring in a rotary rig at the ear¬ 
ned. possible moment so as to be 
; n a position to spud in as soon as 
weather will permit in the spring 

Through a communication from 
Mr. G. Harman, who is tlhe land 
commissioner for the Hudsons 
Bay Co., and who was here a 
couple of weeks ago looking over 
that company’s extensive oil 
1p ases >at this point, it is learned 
tihat some 1,600 acres of their 
holdings hav<f 3been leased to a 
Company which; is being formed 
; n Edmonton. 

This land is close to the B.P. 
wells, and L being taken cai a ten- 
year lease witJh an undertaking to 
commence drilling early in the 
new year. Messrs T. Sugars, H. j 
Morris and E. Bishop of the city

According to official statement

Unveiling The “ Altar of Peace” at Vancouver

T he President Harding International Good-Will Memo¬ 
rial located in Stanley Park, Vancouver and erected 
by. Kiwanis International through the voluntary sub- 
icriptions of its 95,000 members in the United States 

f id Canada, was unveiled by John H. Moss, president 
iwanis International on September 16th in the presence 
of a large gathering of both United States and Canadian 
government officials and members of Kiwanis. 

The memorial was designed by Charles Marega, 
a well known Italian sculptor of Vancouver. When the 
scheme was first decided upon, it was the intention of the 
American Kiwanis Clubs to raise the funds on their side 
of the border and to present the memorial to Canada. 
Canadian Kiwanis, however, insisted upon contributing 
towards the fund and the memorial was thus erected by 
the joint efforts of the United States and Canadian 
clubs. * 

At the unveiling ceremony, the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment was represented by Hon. Dr. J. H. King and Dr. 
G. T. Harding, brother of the late president. United 
States Kiwanis was represented by International 
President John H. Moss, and International Past Presi¬ 
dents Victor S. Johnson and Edmund F. Arras. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway was represented by Frank W. 
Peters, General Superintendent at Vancouver. Several 
of the United States delegates stayed over at Banff and 
Lake Louise and other points in the Canadian Pacific 
Rockies before proceeding to Vancouver. The memorial 
itself is throughout^ a made-in-Canada product, being 
designed by Canadians and made of Canadian materials 
and by Canadian labor. 

The eite of the memorial is the spot where the late 


President Harding made his last public speech, when just 
before he died in 1923 he visited Canada. Warien G. 
Harding, late president of the U. S. A. was a chartered 
member of the Kiwanis Club at Marion, Ohio, his home 
town. 

An extract from the speech made by the Chief Executive 
of the United States on that occasion, written in bronze 
for the memorial, and the possible text of many a mur¬ 
mured prayer of hope of the cosmopolitan tourist who 
reads it as he passes through the park, is as follows: 

“What an object lesson of peace is shown today by 
our two countries to all the world. No grim-faced forti¬ 
fications mark our frontiers, no huge battleships patrol 
our dividing waters, no stealthy spies lurk our tranquil 
border hamlets. Only a scrap of paper, recording hardly 
more than a simple understanding safeguards lives and 
properties on the Great Lakes, and only humble mile¬ 
posts mark the inviolable boundary-line for thousands of 
miles through farm and forest. 

“Our protection is in our fraternity, our armor is our 
faith, and the tie that binds, more firmly each year, is 
ever-increasing acquaintance and comradeship through 
interchange of citizens; and the compact is not perishable 
parchment, but of fair and honorable dealing, which, 
God grant, shall continue for all time.” 

The memorial, which is known as “The Altar of 
Peace,” has been referred to as the only material symbol 
of fortification, outside of mileposts, to outline the in¬ 
visible demarkation of the thousands of miles of border 
line separating the two countries from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.

HONEY AND ITS USES 


FIRST CLASS CAFE 


Although honey has long been 
used as a food, little is generally 
known if its constituents or of 
the many varied uses to which it 
may he put. 

Of tlie two forms marketed, 
ecjmb-hotney and extracted honey, 
the latter, the liquid honey, is the 
more generally produced. Though 
liquid at the time of extracting, 
it is not long before movement 
and change of temperature cause 
extracted homey to become solid¬ 
ly granulated. One frequently 
bears! granulated honey condemn¬ 
ed as adulterated. This is entire¬ 
ly wrong. Though solid, granul¬ 
ated honey is in no way inferior 
to the liquid 1 form, in fact, many 
prefer it granulated. It may 
however, if desired, be quickly 
brought back to the liquid form 
by immersing the homey contain¬ 
er in hot water. Care must be 
taken however, that the tempera¬ 
ture of the honey does not exceed 
loss in flavour

dium Hot Springs, this being the 
post office address. These Springs 
are also highly curative, and have 
also a neighboring bun^alo- camp 
which was erected by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and is operated 
very successfully by the Misses 
Armstrong. The 'Government Hot 
Springs were for many years known 
as the Sinclair Hot Springs, being 
named after James Sinclair, an old 
time pioneer, who is the first known 
white man to have crossed the Sin¬ 
clair Pass in 1842. The virtues of 
these Springs were known not only 
to the Indians but to the animals, 
and it is credibly reported that in 
the old days bears used to bathe 
their paws in the waters to secure 
relief from rheumatism. While 
there is a natural confusion through 
the duplication of names, both re¬ 
sorts are rapidly increasing in pop¬ 
ularity, chiefly owing to the in¬ 
crease in automobile traffic through 
the Rockies. 


Arkansas, in addition to valuable 
curative deposits of magnesium and 
lime. The Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way had obtained right of way 
through his property in considera¬ 
tion of calling their station Radium, 
and these Radium Hot Springs now 
attract many visitors, the camp hav¬ 
ing a capacity for seventy persons. 

A special bath is now being con¬ 
structed for the Indians, under the 
superintendence of Louis Arbel, the 
Kootenay Chief, while the white folk 
have a spacious swimming pool sur¬ 
rounded by scrupulously clean dress¬ 
ing rooms.
